“This includes over 
$19,000 for adniinistrative ex- 
penses, 

The: City of Elba will use 
some in-kind work to fulfill the 
matching part of the project, ac- 
cording to the mayor. 


The project must be’ started _by Linda Hodge, Editor, 


within 90 days of the grant ap- 
proval and completed by Feb- 
ruary 28, 2011 if no extensions 
are granted, 

Lift stations involved are #1, 
at Pea River Bridge, costing 
$218,000; #3, off Smith. Av- 
enue, costing $226,000; #8, the 
Putnam Street’ pump, costing 
$248 600 and #10, on Martin 
Luther ,King. Drive, . costing 
$232,600. 

The different cost numbers 
are ‘due to the néed for larger 
pumps and stronger standby 
generators at some of the loca- 
tions. Included at each: site are 
submersible pumps, support 
structure, ‘electric — panels, 
standby generators, switches 
and insulation, etc.

Diet rich in baked or broiled fish may protect brain 
from damage that can lead to dementia and stroke 


Regularly cating non-fried fish may help older. adults preserve their memory .and ward off stroke, 
Research has found that older adults'whose diets include three or more weekly helpings of baked or 
broiled. tuna and other fish high in omega~3 fatty acids are less likely to develop “silent” brain lesions 
that can lead to cognitive decline and vascular stroke. 

A brain lesion, or infarct, is an area of damaged brain tissue. The damage typically results from a

lack of blood flow to the area. The lesion is dubbed “silent” if it developed in someone who has not 
had a recognized stroke or transient ischemic attack (TIA), also called a.mini-stroke. Silent brain 
lesions are very common, especially as & person grows older, The lesions can cause thinking problems, 
memory loss, and stroke. 

Previous findings have. shown that fish and fish oil can help prevent stroke, but this is one of the 
only studies that tooks at fish's effect on silent brain infarcts in healthy, older people, Researchers have 
looked at magnetic resonance imaging (MRD brain scans of 3,600 adults aged 65 and older who had 
no history of cerebrovascular disease, Five years later, researchers. rescanned 2,313 individuals who 
had agreed to the follow-up and asked them questions about their dicts, including how much fish 
they ate. 

Aver comparing scans and analyzing dict information, the team learned that the adults who atc 
non-fried tuna and other fish high in omega~3 fatty acids at least three times a week had'a nearly 26% 
lower risk of silent brain lesions than-those who opted for. such foods less often. 

Eating just one serving of fish per week also had a protective benefit, Adults in this category 
reduced their risk of silent brain lesions by 13%. Those who regularly chose the healthy fish also had 
fewer changes in the white matter in their brains. “While cating tuna and other types of fish seems 
to help protect against memory loss and stroke, these results were not found in people who regularly 
ate fried fish, More research is needed as to why these types of fish may have protective effects, but 
the omega-3 fatty acids EPA and DHA would seem to have a major role, In addition to tuna, salmon, 
mackerel, herring, sardines, and anchovies are all rich in omega-3 fatty acids.

Total projected revenue inthe 
neW budget'is $3 402,850. That 
compares to $3,320,550 in the 
budget for this year.’ That. is an 
increasé ‘of $82,300. for, the 
coming year. 

Lével incoming revenue lév- 
els are projected in sales.taxes, 
gasoline taxes, property taxes 
and garbage fees. Business li- 
censes, police fines, sewer fees, 
distributions from the SE Ala 
Gas District, TVA, Cable TV 


franchise are all expected to 
show some revenue increase. 

‘Income from‘state and fed- 
eral grants are also included in 
annual budgets and are. ex- 
pected to. remain level: during 
the coming year.
